Buffalo Grove Police' have solved two 
thefts and an assault that have remained 
open ori the Antioch Police Dept.'s books sin- 
ce April. 

On Aug. 2, Crndr. Gary Del Re of Buffalo 
Grove, following an investigation of papers 
found in a smashed-up Blazer that turned-up 
there, took' Frank F. Liebe, 18, and John 
Phillips, 20, both of Chicago, into custody. 

After questioning the two men, the com- 
mander, accompanied by Sgt. Chester Iwan 
of the Lake County Sheriffs Dept., then went 
to Chicago and arrested Eveito Rivera Jr., 
20!- 

All three were charged in connection with 
the theft of the B lazer from Scott Johnson, 20, 
Antioch, last April, when he stopped to help , 
what he thought was an Antioch High School 
bus in trouble near 1-94. 
' The three have also been charged with the 
theft of the bus from the high school parking 
lot a short time before they allegedly stole 
the Blazer from Johnson. 

A fourth suspect is still being sought in the 
two-county felony case. . 
— A Buffalo Grove squad car crashed, during 
the chase of the Blazer which eluded tjjgj. 
police but was found in Buffalo Grove the day 
after the thefts. 

At press time the three were in the process 
of being returned to Lake County for bond 
hearings. 

. According to Lt. Tom Fisher of the Antioch 
Police Dept., Antioch will charge the three 
with the robbery and the theft of the bus, 
Lake County the theft of the Blazer, and the 
three will face criminal damage to property 
charges in Buffalo Grove. 

On Antioch's charges alone, bond for 
Rivera and Liebe will be $50,000, and for 
Phillips bond will be $75,000. 



Vos owned and operated the Antioch Lum- 
ber Co. along with his brother, Herbert, for 
37 years, from 1935 to 1972 and also owned the 
Lake Villa Lumber Co. for 30 years. 

He was a trustee of the Village Board of 
Antioch for 15 years and a member of the 
board of directors of the First National Bank 
of Antioch for 35 years, serving at its chair- 
man before he retired. 

He was the first president of the Antioch 
Lions Club and also a charter membef. Vos 
was on the advisory board of the Benedictine 
Convent at Benet Lake as well as a member 
of St. Peters Church, a trustee on that board 
and a member of the Knights of Columbus . 
Council 3800. 

Vos was buried at Memorial Park 
Cemetery in Skokie after relgious burial ser- 
vices at St. Peters Catholic Church in An- 
tioch on Aug. 3. 

He is survived by his wife, Louise; one 
daughter, Mrs. Luisa Andrae, Milwaukee; 
two grandsons, William and Kurt; two 
sisters, Marie Szydlowski, Fla. . and 
Elizabeth Oldenberg, Burlington. 

Vos was preceded in death by four 
brotherSwAlois, Herbert; Oletus and Roman, 
and on^pljster,' Lucille Feiereisen. Friends 
desiring to do so may make contributions to 
the Antioch Lions Club or the American Can- 
cer Society in his name.

'*■ Just a word of cpmfort.to you parents who

Both adults and children can get canker sores or aphthous 

ulcers. Unfortunately, they hurt. They take about 14 days to 

heal and disappear, if nothing is done for them. 

You may be able to diagnose one of these virus-caused sores 
yourself. If you see a circular, sllvery-whitecenter with a red 
borcjer, and it's painful. . . that's probably it! You can speed 
up the healing process to 12 to 24 hours by applying a cotton 
swab ot diluted sil.ver-nijrate solution to the center at the 
sore and rotating it slowly for a few seconds. This may sting 
momentarily but it's worth the discomfort, as it cauterizes 
the base of the ulcer. After swabbing; rinse mouth with 
twaler. If the sore doesn't disappear within a day or so, 
•epeat swabbing. Check with your dentist or physician.

"To protect its health as 
well as its pocketbook, the 
American public will have to 
learn how to. choose from 
among new, and sometimes 
confusing/ health care op- 
'■ tions," said Donald Wasson, 
president of Victory 
Memorial Hospital in 
Waukegan, referring to 
HMO's,- freestanding 
emergency medical centers, 
one-day surgery and other, 
choices being offered the 
consumer. 

Victory Memorial 
Hospital's freestanding cen- 
ter, the Victory Immediate 
Care Center, opening in Gur- 
nee, on Monday, July 9— aids 
consumer understanding by 
not using the word 
"emergency" in its name, 
Wasson pointed out. 

"Our primary function is 
to give immediate, not 
emergency care," he ex- 
plained. 

"WE ALSO called ■ the 
facility an "immediate" 
care center because we felt 
that the American Medical 
Assn.'s objection to the word 
"emergency" is legitimate. 
We do not want the public to 
be confused about when to 
use the hospital emergency 
room and when to come to 
this new center," he went on. 

"The center will be 

_ treating people who want 

convenience, attention right 

away, and high quality and 

lower cost care," he added. 

"Only between five and fif- 
teen percent of the people 
who show up at hospital 
emergency rooms have true 
emergency conditions," 
notes John Larsen, M.D., 
-medical director of Victory 
Immediate Care Center and 
former director of St. 
Catherine's Hospital's 
. emergency room in 
Kenosha. 

Of che more than 3.7 
million people who came to 
hospital emergency rooms in 
—1982, the second -most com- 
mon reason for their visit 
was the common cold. 

SO, DR. LARSEN urges 
the public to learn to make 
proper use of the in- 
creasingly common 
freestanding centers. 

"They are alternatives to 
the hospital emergency 
room for earaches, sore 
throats, flu, cuts (including 
those that need stiehes), eye 
abrasions, insect. and animal 
biles, sprains, possible frac- 
tures and similar non-life 



threatening illnesses and in- 
juries." Bruce Flashner, 
M.D., the pioneer in 
establishing such facilities 
says the rule of thumb for 
using his center is "I know I 
am not going to die from 
this." 

• "Although Vicotry Im- 
. mediate Care Center is I 
- equipped to intervene in 
cases of life threatening 
emergencies and Dr. Larsen 
is a specialist in emergency 
medicine, we do not wish to 
attract genuine emergency 
cases," maintains Barbara 
Ramsey, RN director of the 
center and former staff nur- 
se in Victory Hospital's 
emergency room. 

"They belong •in our 
emergency room," she ad- 
ded. 

"Why should others who 
do not need emergency ser- 
vices pay the minimum $50 
. to $90 which hospital 
emergency rooms charge, 
when a facility like the Vic- 
tory Immediate Care Center 
charges $30?" she asks. 

"WITH THE soaring cost 
of health care in this coun- 
try, consumers are being 
asked to assume greater 
responsibility for selecting 
more cost effective care. 
Charges at a freestanding 
center are lower," Dr. Lar- 
sen notes, "because the 
overhead is lower than at an 
emergency room." 

The Victory Immediate 
Care Center will be open 
from 8 a.m. until 10 p.m. 
every day of the year. 

It will not be open during 
the typical hospital third 
shift when volume of patien- 
ts is low and the costs of run- 
ning it are high. The lower, i 
overhead is being passed on 
to the user of the center. 

The appeal for many con- 
sume? of this type of facility 
fat »tot cost, but accessibility. 
No appointments are ever 
necessary and patients need 
not spend the long hours 
typical of an emergency 
room visit for non- 
emergency treatment. 

"MOST PEOPLE show up 
at an immediate care center* 
because, they want to see a 
physician right away. They 
do not. want to spend a 
restless night uncomfortable 
' or worrying; they 'do not 
want to lake time off from 
work; they may not have 
their own physician, or they 
may not be able to get a doc- 
tor's appointment right 
away," Dr.. Larsen observes.

The accessibility may also 
be a medical advantage in 
some instances. 

Ramsey gives an exam- 
ple: "People experiencing 
chest pains often go through 
two to three hours of denial 
before they go to a hospital 
emergency room," she says, 
drawing on her 11 years of 
experience on hospital 
emergency room staffs. 

"The idea of going to a 
hospital and being admitted, 
is threatening, so they delay. 
They might come into a 
facility like an immediate 
care center sooner," she ad- 
ded. 

I The centers also serve as 
entry points into the medical 
system for people without 
health care," Dr. Larsen 
continues, "for newcomers 
to a community, people in a 
town for meetings, con- 
ventions, vacations. And 
they serve as telephone in- 
formation centers." 

"The cat scratched me, 
what should I do? I burned 
my finger, what should I do? 
or they call in case of a 
Tylenol or botulism 
scare— just as they would 
the hospital emergency 
room. The centers also are 
good resources for industry 
for worker illness or injury 
on the job," he concludes. 

Some freestanding 
emergency centers in the 
U.S. report that they have 
become substitutes for the 
family or primary 
physician. 

At the Victory Immediate 
Care Center, the staff will 
urge its patients to affiliate 
with a primary care 
physician. 

"Physicians I have 
worked with at Victory know 
their patients' histories off 
the" tops of their heads," ob- 
serves Ramsey. 

"Good primary care like 
that is best," she added. 

So, the Victory Immediate 
Care Center staff will 
telephone patients the day 
after they are treated at the 
center, just as do most 
emergency care centers, but 
they will not have it at that. 
Giving episodic alone will* 
not be enough. 

Instead, they will refer as 
many palients as possible to 
primary care physicians. 
. "Thus, says Ramsey, "our 
care will combine the best of 
the old and the best of the 
new."

A new law, the Illinois 
Toxic Substances Disclosure 
Act, gives Illinois employees 
the right to information 
about the toxic substances in 
their workplace. ' 

The law states that em- 
ployers must: 

Post a notice of employees 
rights under the law. 

MAKE AVAILABLE to 

employees, within 10 days of 
a written request, copies of a 
report ("Material Safety 
Data Sheet") for each toxic 
substance to which em- 
ployees may be exposed. 

Provide an annual training 
program to routinely ex- 
posed employees. 

Individually label con- 
tainers of toxic substances 
with the chemicarnameand 
hazard warnings. 



Submit annually an 
alphabetical list of these 
toxjc substances to the 
Illinois pept. of Labor. 

AN EMPLOYEE may : 

Refuse to work with a toxic 
substance if the employer 
has not supplied him with a 
Material Safety Data Sheet 
after it has been requested in 
writing. 

Not be ' discharged, 
disciplined or discriminated 
against for exercising his 
rights under the law. 

File a complaint with the 
Illinois Dept., of Labor if he 
has been denied rights under 
the law. 

PETITION THE Illinois 
Dept. of Labor to make ad- 
ditions to the Toxic Sub- 
stance list.
